THREE CHARGES 


INVESTIGATED 


A special meeting of the Central Midwives 
Board was held at the offices of the Board, 
535 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, to hear 
charges alleged against three midwives. 

The following members were present :—Sir 
Edward Coey Bigger, M.D., chairman; Miss 
N. Healy, ho, S. C. M., vice-chairman ; 
Mrs. K. Clarke, Lord Mayor of Dublin; 
Mrs. M. Martin, S. C. M.; Dr. R. M. Corbet, 
Dr. Ninian Falkiner, Dr. J. J. O'Kelly and 
Senator M. Stafford. The secretary was in 
attendance. 

The following officials attended to give 
evidence: — The County Medical Officer of 
Health for Wexford, the Assistant County 
Medical Officer of Health and the Public 
Health Nurse for Wexford, and the County 
Medical Officer of Health for Clare. 

Two of the midwives were legally repre- 
sented at the hearing-~viz., by Mr. Fintan 
O'Connor, _ solicitor, Wexford, and Mr. 
O hUadhaigh, solicitor, Dublin. Mr. Arthur 
Cox, solicitor, conducted the cases on behalf 
of the Board. 

Having heard the evidence, Sir Edward 
Coey Bigger, chairman, announced the de- 
cisions of the Board as follows :— 

In the first case the Board decided that 
the facts alleged in the notice of inquiry were 

roved to their satisfaction and that they 
judged the midwife to have been guilty of 
disobedience to the rules of the Board, but 
did not intend to take any action that would 
deprive her of continuing her practice. She 
was warned, however, that in future she must 
observe all the rules, one of the most im- 
portant being to notify the local supervising 
— as required by the rules of the 

ard. 


In the second case the midwife, who was 
not legally defended, was judged te have 
been guilty of disobedience to the rules of 
the Board on five counts, and was similarly 
warned. that she must in future observe all 
the rules, as the Board regarded failure to 
notify the County Medical Officer of Health 
as a very serious matter. 

In the third case the midwife was judged 
to have been guilty of disobedience to the 
rules on the first count, and was warned 
that she must in future observe all the rules 
of the Board, particularly with regard to 
notifying the local supervising authority re- 
garding infection, as required by the rules. 

It was pointed out by the chairman that 
under the Board’s rules notification of infec- 
tion was meant to include notification to the 
local supervising authority that the midwife 
was herself in contact with, or was herself 
liable to be, a source of infection. 

Arising out of the cases dealt with, the 
Board drew attention to the following 
matters :—That it would appear in many in- 
stances that breaches of rules by midwives 
are caused through failure of the midwife to 
pay particular attention to the regulations 
with regard to the use of the various forms 
of notification required to be sent to the 
local supervising authority and to the keep- 
ing of records. In two of the cases reported 
to the Board it was found that, although a 
circular letter had been issued to all midwives 
in his area by the County Medical Officer of 
Health regarding notification in cases of eye 
infection, as required under the Board’s rule 
requirements under the rules were not carrie 
out by the midwives concerned, and the 
Board would take serious action in any 
further cases of this nature.

A VACANT CHAIR 


There is considerable interest among the 
students about the filling of the Chair of 
Early (including Medieval) Irish Language 
and Literature, which has become vacant 
as a result of Dr. Osborne Bergin’s appoint- 
ment last term to the Institute of Advanced 
Studies.

_ WASHINGTON, Sunday. 
Mr. Wendell Willkie, unsuccessful Repub- 
lican candidate in the November Presidential 
election, announced to-day that he is leav- 
ing for England shortly, as a private citizen, 
to make a personal survey of the situation 
there. He expects to stay two or three 
weeks. 
Mr. Willkie also announced his personal 
approval, with modification,” of President 
sevelt's Lend - and-Lease Bill. 
He issued a statement in which he de- 
clared:— This is a critical moment in his- 
tory. The United States is not a belligerent, 
and we hope we shall not be. Our problem, 
however, is not alone to keep America out 
of the war, but to keep the war out of 
America. Democracy is in danger.“ 
Without mentioning any names, 
Willkie took ex n to the recent state- 
ment of Mr. Alfred Landon regarding 
national security by declaring:—‘‘I ‘refute 
the statement that our national security is 
not involved in a British defeat. The differ- 
ence between a British defeat or victory is 
not only military, but economic.“ 
Mr. Willkie said he wanted to go to 
England now in order to gain ''“a better 
understanding of the international problem.” 
On his return, he added, he intended to 
enter private €88. ”.

ration. Coupons that formerly had entitled 
a car-owner to a gallon and a half of 
petrol would be valid in future only for 
one-quarter of a gallon; and motorists 
with medium-powered cars discovered that 
their monthly allowance would not exceed 
three gallons. There was an immediate 
rush for petrol. Garage-owners were 
besieged, and for a day or so coupons 
changed hands with almost frantic haste, 
even on the basis of the greatly restricted 
ration. Then private motorists began to 
realise that they might just as well have 
no petrol as three-quarters of a gallon a 
week, and decided to return to the train 
or ’bus of their less affluent days, to take 
Yout their bicycles, or even to go back to 
the still more ancient Shanks’s mare. The 
result was that yesterday most garages 
reported that they had fairly ample 
supplies of petrol, but that few motorists 
wanted to buy it. Apparently, they 
either are putting up their cars altogether, 
or are waiting to exchange their coupons 
until the Government is in a position to 
grant a more generous allowance. The 
statement which was made on Saturday 
by the Minister for Supplies will do little, 


public. On the contrary, it will—or, at 
all events, it ought to—make the entire 
community realise that, not only petrol, 
but sea-borne supplies of every kind, will 
tend to become scarcer as time goes on; 
and that Eire must be prepared to do 
without important imports possibly for a 
long period. Few citizens of this country 
seem to appreciate the extent to which it 
depends upon imported supplies—even in 
respect of food-stuffs. To give it its due, 
the Government has been striving for years 
past to increase the amount of land under 
tillage, and, in particular, to encourage 
the growth of wheat; but it has taken a 
European war to convince the people that, 
if we do not produce a sufficiency of food 
for ourselves, we must be prepared to 
starve, or, at least, to go on extremely 
short commons. 

Mr. Lemass urges the farmers to grow 
more wheat this year, so that, when the 
next harvest is gathered, our people may 
have enough to make them more or less 
independent of imported supplies. Appa- 
rently, accumulated stocks will be suffi- 
cient to tide the country over the inter- 
vening period; but it is obvious that the 
utmost care must be exercised if the 
rationing of bread is to be avoided. A 
good example ought to be set by those 
who can afford to some extent to dispense 
with bread as a staple article of diet. Mr. 
Lemass advises the greater use of oatmeal 
and potatoes; and we hope that his 
advice will not fall upon deaf ears. The 
people ot this country are notoriously 
slow to deny themselves of anything 
particularly of anything to eat. They 
have grown accustomed to a very high 
standard, notably in the case of bread ; 
but they must be brought to realise now 
that this standard no longer can be main- 
tained. For most practical purposes, Eire 
depends entirely for her imports on 
British ships. If, -for one reason or 
another, the British will not, or cannot, 
send supplies across the Irish Sea, the 
people of Eire simply will have to do 
without. There is no alternative. In these 
circumstances, we endorse Mr. Lemass’s 
plea for a system of voluntary rationing. 
Everybody can do without something. 
One slice of bread and butter the less can 
be replaced by an additional potato. The 
man or woman who drinks half-a-dozen 
cups of tea every day can make shift with 
five, or even four. The pipe-smoker can 
sacrifice an occasional fill of tobacco, 
and those who indulge in cigarettes can 
deny themselves their carly morning 
“‘gasper.’’ Needs must when the devil 
drives. If the people of Eire refuse to 
take the Minister’s warning seriously, 
they may wake up one morning to find 
that many other commodities as well as 
petrol have been rationed. It is high time 
that we should cease to live in our fools’ 


paradise. Not only Ireland, but the 
whole world, is faced with serious 
privations. 


Europe and America 


During the week-end President Roose- 
velt, who previously had offered many 
indications of his good-will towards Great 
Britain and of his hostility to the Axis 
Powers, reduced his feelings to a formula. 
His supporters in the United States 
Congress have introduced a bill that gives 
his Government virtually unlimited 
powers for the assistance of Britain. In 
the President is allowed to 
nominate the defence of any country as 
vital to the defence of the United 
States,” and to adopt extraordinary 
measures for the help of such a country. 
He may manufacture arms—which include 
ships—for it; he may ‘‘sell, transfer, 
exchange, lease, lend, or otherwise dispose 
ot any article that may be handy for pur- 
poses of defence to it; he may have its 


factories or shipyards ; he may give it any 
information that he sees fit. The result 
is, in effect, to abrogate the United States’ 
neutrality legislation in favour of Great 
Britain—for Great Britain clearly is the 
country in whose favour all the legislation

need not be confined to special purchases. 
If President Roosevelt thinks that the 
factories ate not producing for Britain 
with sufficient speed, he may present her 
with war materials, including ships and 
aeroplanes; that are already in existence. 
| There’ is only one restriction which ‘has 
not been removed. Apparently, American 
| ships still are forbidden to enter European 
waters. This ban was imposed by the 
President not long before the outbreak vf 
war in order that his country’s , vessels 
might not be induced to enter the danger 
zones, thereby running the risk +! 
perilous incidents. He has permitted 
the embargo to stand, but all the other 
ambiguities and unrealities of the “ cash- 
and-carry’’ system have been swept ruth- 
lessly aside. 

This will be help of the first order to 
Great Britain—and to Greece and China, 
the other nations which will come under 
the scope of the President’s bill. The 
phrase, all help short oí war,” has been 
used widely in America, not only by 
President Roosevelt, but also by his 
Republican opponents of a few months 
ago. In effect, however, the bill accords 
to the democratic countries a measure of 
help which will be far more valuable than 
armed assistance. If the United States 
should enter the war on the side of Great 
Britain, she would be compelled to appro- 
priate by far the larger share of her 
production of war material to her own 
purposes. As matters stand, she can 
proceed to build up her own defences at 
leisure, and in the meanwhile to furnish 
the democratic Governments with all that 
they desire—within the limits of her own 
capacity. Her doctrine is, roughly, that 
Britain must be supplied, and that, behind 
the rampart of Britain’s Atlantic defences, 
she herself must create a formidable army, 
navy and air force. In fact, the reinforce- 
ment of Great Britain is the first charge 
upon America—since several speeches not 
only by President Roosevelt, but by other 
statesmen, Republican as well as Demo- 
cratic, have insisted that she must have 
time to strengthen herself against the 
totalitarian menace. This view is wide- 
spread. A year ago the isolationist 
party numbered many millions, including 
some of the most prominent politicians in 
the country; to-day it is dwindling both 
in numbers and in distinction. A minor 
sensation of the week-end has been the 
recantation of Mr. Alfred Smith, a former 
Governor of New York State, and Mr. 
Herbert Hoover’s unsuccessful opponent 
for the Presidency in 1928. Only a few 
weeks ago Mr. Smith was one of the most 
violent critics of President Roosevelt's 
pro-British policy, on the ground that it 
was certain to lead the United States into 
war. Yet in a nation-wide broadcast he 
has just announced that in the minds 
of thinking people we are committed to 
a policy of full aid to the countries 
resisting invasion by the totalitarian 
Powers. . . . Every red-blooded American

Bad Jokes 


There are few types of humanity so 
universally disliked as the type that con- 
tinually tells jokes. As a rule, when 
humorous stories are told they are any- 
thing but humorous, Certainly they are 
not so funny as spontaneous comment. In 
most Eases the people who indulge their 
passion for joke-telling to any great 
extent, prepare the way for themselves 
with a remark such as: That reminds 
me of a joke I once heard,” or Did you 
ever hear the one about. .!“ When 
the intelligent person hears: this open- 
ing he usually prepares himself for a 
few minutes of utter boredom. Then the 
““humourist”’ makes a long story longer 
by giving various irrelevant and un- 
necessary details, until at last, when the 
point of the joke eventually has been 
reached, everybody either has foreseen it 
several moments before, or has ceased to 
listen. In either case the joke falls flat, 
and the humourist proceeds to tell 
another and a better story. Of course, 
not all amateur humourists behave in 
this manner ; some persons have a genuine 
gift for story-telling, and can make even 
the simplest story seem amusing. These 
people, unfortunately, are few and far 
between even in Ireland, and the rest of 
the humourists either bore one to 
tears or make one wish to have something 
close at hand with which to exterminate 
them. Much as we might wish to rid the 
world of these unpleasant creatures, it is 
unlikely that the majority of us would 
take any of the steps necessary to bring 
about’ such an extermination. Mr. 
Stanley Koprowski, of New York, how- 
ever, appears to be made of sterner stuff. 
Acting on the principle that charity 
begins at home, he has attempted to choke 
his wife, who is addicted to the habit of 
telling him jokes in bed. Murder, of course, 
is unjustifiable in any circumstances, but 
this is a case in which it comes 
very near to being justifiable. It is with 
the greatest difficulty that one refrains 
from hitting a person who insists on tell- 
“ing bad jokes during the day; to have to 
listen to them in bed for an indefinite 
period, when one’s sole desire is to yet 
some rest, would be unbearable. The

Ankara Calling ! 


A few nights ago, having just heard the 
midnight news from London, I turned on 
to the short waves and came across the 
nightly broadcast in English from 
Moscow. 

This, however, proved to be as dull as 
usual—consisting on this occasion of long 
extracts from a speech by the Commissar 
for Heavy Industry on the great advances 
made in metalurgical production during 
1940—and I travelled wearily onwards. 

Then suddenly for a split second came 
a distant voice speaking again in English. 
I had to do some hair-breath tuning to 
find the speaker again, and then came the 
words: ‘‘ Hallo, N. B. C. Hallo, N. B. C., 
New York! This is Radio Ankara. This 
is Radio Ankara. Stand by, N. B. C. In ap- 
proximately four minutes and—let me see 
—forty-five seconds, by our clock, we will 
be relaying to you a three-minute broad 
cast from your _ correspondent, Mr. 
Edmund Stephens, im Athens, Greece. 
This will be followed immediately by a 
three-minute broadcast from your corre- 
spondent, Mr. Martin Nigronsky, here in 
Turkey. Mr. Nigronsky wishes me to tell 
you that he is still waiting for those 
funds which he cabled for three times 
last week. Those funds, N. B. C., are to 
pay this station for the broadcasts com- 
missioned by you, and both Mr. Nigronsky 
and ourselves would like to hear from 
you within the next week if posisble. 

The announcer continued to repeat the 
message over and over on every occasion, 
giving the time—‘‘ according to our clock 
here in the studio.” 


AA Matter of Moments 


There was apparently some disagreement 
between the Turkish and Greek clocks; 
for the announcer recalled that last 
night your correspondent in Athens 
started thirty seconds before his time,’’ 
and warned New York to stand by in 
case something similar should happen 
again. 

“ I believe that our clock is right,” he 
said very firmly, “ and I think you will 
find that the clock in the Greek studio is 
thirty seconds fast. 

At last Mr. Stephens came through to 
Ankara from Athens. Ankara switched 
him over to New York, and N.B.C., New 
York, in turn switched him over to the 
listening millions in America. 

The Greek clocks, apparently, were 
wrong again; for the announcer came on 
again after the two broadcasts, pointin 
out that Mr. Stephens not only had talk 
for his own full three minutes, but had 
started no less than twenty seconds before 
his time as well and that, therefore, the 
admirable Mr. Nigronsky had only been 
able to talk for two minutes and forty 
seconds. 

He was insistent that the clock in the 
Turkish studio was infallible, and sug- 
gested that really something should be 
done about that clock in the Athens 
studio! I had no idea that a little matter 
of twenty seconds could cause so much 
commotion—but then, of course, I live in 
Ireland.

HEAVY AND FIRE BOMBS 


“Some of our aircraft carried a number 
of very heavy bombs, which were released, 
together with a shower of intendiaries, ie 
into the arsenal. The explosions which fol- 
lowed the bursts of the bombs were highly 
significant, and went on intermittently, and 
could still be seen when our bombers were 
back over the Alps. The fires were equally 
impressive, and the rear gunner of one air- 
craft said that he saw a tremendous building 
ablaze. 

““ A bomb had evidently gone right through 
the centre of the building because the whole 
of the middle part of it was alight. 

During a journey over the Alps in winter 
there is always apt to be some icing, and one 
pilot found, when he was over the arsenal, 
that the machinery which releases the bombs 
had frozen. He went on to try again over 
the Fiat Works and another factory, which 
is also in Turin, and by this time the 
mechanism had come alive again. He saw 
his bombs burst on the factory building and 
his incendiaries start four fires. Five minutes 
later there was a shattering explosion, and 
fires caused other smaller explosions. 
‘Pamphlets were also dropped, each a 
four page copy of the Prime Minister’s recent 
speech to the Italians, pointing out that one 
man and one man only was to blame for 
Italy’s entry into the war.”

James Joyce, Irish-born writer, author of 
Ulysses, died at a Zurich hospital at 
2.15 a.m. to-day. He was aged 58. 
After being pronounced out of danger 
earlier to-day, James Joyce, distinguished 
Irish-born author, became suddenly worse 
on Sunday night. Doctors described his con- 
dition as serious, and began blood trans- 
fusions. 
He had undergone an emergency abdominal 
operation on Saturday. 

Mr. Joyce, who was 
born in Dublin, had 
been in_ indifferent 
health for some 
vears. His most 
famous work was 
Ulysses, and with 
it Mr. Joyce assured 
for himself an out- 
standing place in 
contemporary litera- 
ture. His last book, 
Finnegan's Wake, 
was published just 
over a year ago, and 
attracted world-wide 
interest. 

Mr. Joyce’s son told 
the Associated Press 
that his father, with his wife and grandson, 
came to Switzerland recently from the French 
Riviera, where they had been living since 
tee outbreak of war. In Zurich they were 
living in the same boarding-house where the 
author took refuge in the last war. 
The author had been an invalid for many 
years. On Friday he was seized with an

Surrounded by evergreens and flags, and 
standing near a map of the territory recently 
acquired from Rumania, he said that Bulgaria 
would continue to follow her policy of peace 
and neutrality. ‘‘ The gigantic cataclysm 
caused by the speeches and decisions of 
Roosevelt, he said, may provoke a world 
war. Bulgaria must be cautious, for it is 
necessary to know not only who will conquer, 
but how victory wil] be achieved. 


A NEW EUBOPE 


“We see clearly that there will be a new 
Europe after the war, which will affect Bul- 
garia like other States. -It was essential 
that Bulgaria should remain calm and show 
no partisanship. Bulgarians must be neither 
Germanophil nor Anglophil—only ready to 
sacrifice all for Bulgaria. Returning to the 
theme of Bulgaria’s policy of peace, neutrality 
and revision by peaceful means, the Premier 
sketched important moments in Bulgaria’s 
history—her refusal to enter the Balkan 
Entente, which he described as ‘the first 
blow against Neuilly’: the Salonika agree- 
ment, by which Bulgaria gained the right to 
re-arm, and the return to Bulgaria of the 
territory in the Dobruja ‘with the friendly 
support and aid of the friendly disposition 
of the U.8.8.R.' 

We are persuaded that we can continue 
the same policy of peaceful revision with 
other Balkan peoples. with whom Bulgaria 
to-day lives ai peace and understanding,’ he

In a leading article to-day The Times 
says: The unparalleled bill now introduced in 
Congress will translate into action the deter- 
mination of the American 2 to help the 
countries engaged in defending the liberty of 
the world... It is not to be expected, 
however, that there will be no opposition to 
such a bill. In a country so wedded to the 
system of constitutional checks and balances 
the proposal to hand over such far-reaching 
authority to an Executive Head already 
accused of dictatorial leanings is bound to 
give a fresh opening to his critics, including 
some who are thoroughly in accord with the 
purpose for which it is to be exercised. There 
seems, however, no other way. - As the Presi- 
dent himself says, help, to be effective, must 
be given as speedily as possible. The crisis 
of the war may come at any moment. Guns, 
tanks, aeroplanes, and ships take time to 
make. If to the delays which are inevitable 
are added delays in authorisation caused by 
limitations in the President’s powers, then 
the help which America is anxious to give 
might well be too late. Some one, he points 
out, must have the power to take swift deci- 
cisions in circumstances which may vary from 
day to day. And obviously that some one 
can only be the President. 

There is the further point that in delegating 
this authority Congress is not asked to give 
the President a free hand. It still retains 
control by retaining the power of the purse. 
Most of the things which will be done under 
the bill will involve the expenditure of 
money, and this money will have to he 


found convincing by the great majority of 
those who realise, as the President and his 
advisers do, the terrible urgency of the busi- 
ness and all that it involves for the future of 
the United States, as of the rest of the 
world. From the first reports of the 
reaction in Congress, and in the country, to 
the publication of the terms of the bill and 
of the authorised exposition of their meaning, 
it would seem clear that the President can 
count upon a-substantial majority in both 
Houses of Congress and upon the support of 
public opinion.

The war material captured includes 41 
medium and 162 light tanks, 589 guns, with 
more than 300 000 rounds of ammunition, over 
800 machine guns, 700 light guns, and 
11,000,000 rounds of small arms and machine- 
gun ammunition.

In addition, large 
quantities of military stores have been taken. 

While the nature of the operations around 
Tobruk remains secret, they are Known to 
be proceeding ver, satisfactorily, and accord- 
ing to plan.

The communiqué states :—‘‘At dawn on 
Friday a secticn of Italian torpedo boais— 
that is two ships—on patrol in the Sicilian 
Channel sighted an important enemy naval 
formation, The two Italian torpedo boats 
attacked the centre of the enemy formation 
and hit, with two torpedoes, a cruiser, which 
was afterwards seen sinking. A violent 
engagement ensued between the Italian 
torpedo boats and enemy destroyers and 
cruisers. Fires were seen on board two enemy 
destroyers, which had been hit. One of the 
Italian torpedo boats was hit by a broadside, 
which damaged her engines, and then by & 
second salvo, which sank her.

ITALIAN COMMENTS

German-Italian 
collaboration in the Mediterranean has proved 
itself to be effective.” 


GERMAN ACCOUNT 


A description of the “ first dive-bombing 
attack by German airplanes on the Mediter- 
ranean Fleet was given by the German 
Radio yesterday. The German machines 
were ready on an airfield when news came in 
that the enemy warships had been sighted,” 
stated the announcer. The Stukas (dive- 
bombers) roared off with their protecting 
fighters. They soon saw an aircraft carrier, 
two battleships, several cruisers and destroyers 
and cargo vessels that were being escorted. 
The first attack was launched against the 
aircraft carrier in the face of fierce anti-air- 
craft fire. The first bombs sent out fountains 
of water each side of the ship, and then one 
registered a hit amidships, and there was a 
terrific detonation.

SHIPPING SCARCITY 


““Our shipping difficulties arise from known 
causes. The merchant fleets of the belligerent 
nations have been requisitioned by their 
Governments for their own use and are not 
available to us. American ships are for- 
bidden to enter our waters. The xeutral 
ships on which we hitherto relied became 
much fewer in number as the area ef war 
extended, and more and more neutral nations 
were drawn into it, and as the toll of sinkings 
increased. There are now very few such 
ships left, and it is not always easy to charter 
them for voyages to this country. These 
difficulties will not disappear. 
„Until the war ends we will be thrown 
back on our own resources, and we must 
develop these to the utmost if we are to 
maintain an adequate food supply to feed our 
people. Wheat is our most urgent concern. 
“ The farmer who could grow wheat and 
fails to do so is letting the country down. 
There will be a few, no doubt, who will 
respond to no appeal or inducement, or who, 
because of some foolish prejudice, will still 
refuse to grow wheat. Such farmers, if there 
are any such, will fail in their duty to their 
country and will surrender all claim to 
assistance from it in their own difficulties. 

The great majority of farmers have 
already responded to the national need and 
have sown wheat. Perhaps, however, there 
are some of them who do not yet zealise the 
size of our problem. 


DOUBLE WHEAT AREA 


Last year’s wheat acreage must 
doubled, more than doubled if possible. If 
not, we cannot avoid a scarcity of flour. To 
farmers who have already sown wheat I would 
say: ‘Go out and sow more if possible.’ 
The guaranteed market exists for all that can 
be produced, and all is required. 

The hardship which a scarcity of bread 
would cause needs no description. Unlike 
some other commodities, a shortage cannot 
easily be countered by a rationing scheme for 
consumers. Bread constitutes a much more 
important item in the dietary of poorer people 
than in the case of others who can afford to 
buy various classes of dearer foods to substi- 
tute for it. A rationing scheme involving a flat 
rate allowance per head would hardly be equit- 
able, and any other type of rationing scheme 
would be very difficult to administer. By 
every possible means, therefore, a full supply 
must be kept up as long as possible. 


NEW MEASURES 


Measures for securing economies in the 
mse of flour, and for spreading out the exist- 
ing supplies over as long a period as possible, 
will shortly be announced. But at all times I 
urge the public to see that waste is prevented, 
and that other foods—oatmeal, potatoes and 
the — substituted for bread wherever 
sible. 

“This may mean some changes in our 
accustomed meals, but we may as well make 
these changes now and get used to them before 
they are forced on us by events. 

The consumption of bread and flour 
should be voluntarily curtailed in every house- 
hold. This need not involve any lack of 
nutritious foods, and it will help the Govern- 
ment to overcome the difficulties of shortage 
without recourse to the compulsory restriction 
of supplies.“ 


LETTER TO COUNCIL 


Mr. Lemass, in a letter to Mr. T. Harris,

FIRE-FIGHTERS SAVE 


MUCH PROPERTY 


In a brief, but concentrated, attempt at a 
second fire raid on London, German bombers 
on Saturday had to meet, in addition to night 
flyers and the anti-aircraft barrage, Britain’s 
newest defence arm—the fire watchers. 
The Germans had adopted a new technique 
of sandwiching: high explosives between 
showers of incendiaries. At one period in 
some districts incendiaries rained down in 
hundrefis, some on roof-tops, on pavements 
and in roadways; yet so well had the lesson 
of Detember 29 been learned, that fire 
watchers appeared almost instantaneously 
and prevented the flames from taking a firm 
hold on buildings. Few fires assumed any- 
ery like the ferocity of those in the first 
raid. 
A few hours before the raid the War Office 
announced that the Home Guard was to take 
part in fire-watching, pending the completion 
as — scheme. ail ad 
any people were tra in a London 
subway which was hit 4 a high explosive, 
and some casualties are feared. People were 
also trapped in a shelter under a building, 
and attempts at rescue had to be abandoned 
when the building caught fire. 
To-day three bodies were recovered from the 
subway, and the search for others is con- 
tinuing. 
The raid was over some time before mid- 
night, and it was presumed that, as the 
weather had one during the attack, the 
Germans had decided not to risk crash land- 


ings. 

The Air Ministry and Ministry of Home 
Security communiqué this morning stated: 
Enemy aircraft made attacks on London 
last night. They began soon after dark, and 
continued for about three hours. 

„Damage was caused by high explosive 
bombs, and a number of people were killed 
and others injured. 

Fires started by incendiary bombs were 
promptly dealt with, and most of them were 
soon put out. 

Bombs were also 8 in several dis- 
tricts in London, and at places in South and 
South-East England. 

Very few of these bombs

EARLIEST FOR SOME DAYS 


London’s alert was the earliest for some 
days. Evidence of the prompt work of the 
watchers came quickly, as little fires were 
blacked out. Lacking these guides to their 
targets, the next wave of German hombers 
dropped oe ose of high explosive bombs in- 
discriminately. They tried again and again 
to create beacons for their bombers, but the 
fire-watchers were on their mettle. Every 
time the pitter-patter of incendiaries was 
heard there was a rush of volunteers with 
sand buckets and shovels. The majority of 
buildings had their own teams, and once 
when a fire bomb fell on an unoccupied build. 
ing a civilian smashed through a door and 
put it out.

SUBWAY HIT 


There were terrible scenes when a high 
| explosive bomb fell on a London subway, 
plunging through the surface and brought 
debris crashing down on Be who had 
taken temporary refuge there. To-day it was 
impossible to estimate the number of people 
who. might still be trapped, but it was 
believed that some had been killed. Rescue 
workers continued their search throughout 
the night and this morning. 
Men, women and children staggered 
through the wreckage and were dragged out 
of the crater by helpers. One child who had 
lost her mother cried repeatedly for 
Mummy.“ 

There were some remarkable escapes. A 
bus, for instance, was pulled up right on the 
edge of the crater. 

In another part of London, however, a 
explosive shattered two ‘buses, killing some 
passengers and passers-by. 

In yet another instance people were help- 
lessly trapped in a basement shelter beneath 
a six-storey building, which, after being parti- 
ally demolished from roof to ground level, 
was set on fire. | 

Rescue workers finding the shelter entrance 
blocked by debris cut a way through by an 
air shaft. An elderly woman, Mrs. Bowen, 
who was- pinned by the leg; her two 
daughters, and four other people had been 
extricated safely when a shower of in. 
cendiaries fell on the building, and fire pre- 
vented further rescue work. It was feared 
that the other people in the shelter died, in- 
cluding Mrs. Bowen's husband, who was play- 
ing cards with a neighbour. Mr. Bowen had 
lost his only son; his brother, and his brother- 
in-law in recent air-raids. 

Elsewhere, four children were believed to 
be beneath the wreckage of demolished houses 
and two fire watchers were killed when a 
high explosive bomb fell on industrial pre- 
mises. 


KILLED IN HOSPITALS 


Hospitals were among the places hit. At 
one institution a building was completely 
demolished. The patients at the hospital were 
evacuated through the fire.

FAILURE OF EVACUATION 


“There can be no education if the lives 
of the children are to be sacrificed or placed 
in danger,” declared Mr. Moylan. The only 
justification for evacuation, he said, would 
be when in the opinion of the Government 
the danger to those lives was imminent, and 
when they had no alternative but to remove 
them to what they considered the safest 
place under the then existing conditions. 
80 far evacuation has not been a success 
in any country in which it has been under- 
taken,” said Mr. Moylan. “ The principal 
reason for its failure in England has been 
the idea that the main problem was that of 
getting people out of the vulnerable areas, 
whereas the real difficulty was to create such 
conditions in the reception areas as would 
overcome family ties and the break with 
friends’ homes, normal activities and amuse- 
ments. 

The first thing to be done after the inti- 
mation of the Government's intentions would 
be to ascertain the extent of the problem. 
Arrangements would have to be made for the 
opening of many offices in the evacuation 
area for oe purposes. He sug- 
gested that the most suitable type of registra- 
tion office would be the school which the 
children in question ordinarily attended. 


volunteered for the work of carrying out this 
registration but it would be easier to deal 
with the children and create more confidence 
in their minds if those with whom they had 
to deal were the people with whom they were 
familiar in their daily lives—the teachers.

DR. A. T. SWAN

For his late brother, Archie, he had a deep 
affection. At his graveside some years ago 
Fred spoke to the present writer with wistful 
humour of those days when, chiefly through 
his brothers hard toil in winning bas 
School prises, a fine library of the Englis 

Classics was built up in their common bed- 
room, before leaving the local primary school. 
Indeed, Fred’s unfailing interest in the little 
domestic happenings of his friends and rela- 
tions was one of the most attractive things 
about him. A new baby, a sickness, a special 
need ever found him in the offing with a wise, 
kindly word of affectionate interest and 
understanding help. It was through one of 
these homely contacts that a door was opened 
for the present writer, upon a mind furnished 
with real spiritual insight and vision 

Has anybody mentioned Fred Higgins 
knowledge of and deep love of the Bible? 
It was beyond doubt a highly important 
factor in the make-up of his rich, lovable 
rsonality. The God he chiefly saw was, 
often said, the pastoral God of the Psalms. 
How his soft, caressing voice lingered over 
the lovely words of Psalm 23 about a year 
ago: The Lord is my Shepherd; I shall not 
want. He maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures: He leadeth me beside the still 
waters. On that occasion one shared 
his satisfaction in discovering the thought 
that, if the Bible began with a garden, it 
ended with a garden city, and that, by infer- 
ence, material pro id not necessarily ex-

tion, Fred became more than an interested 
spectator. He joined in the Irish citizens’ 
message to America on the occasion of the 
great M. R. A. meeting in Hollywood in June, 
1938. His own message was: I wish a real 
success to the assembly meeting in Holly- 
wood, Cal. ; and I send them a personal hearty 
greeting: sincerity and absolute truth are the 
two essentials for statesmen in pursning 
peace.” He saw clearly the significance of a 
spiritual movement on a world-front, and in 
the nation strong enough to bridge sectional 
differences, and to provide a common pro- 
me of moral reconstruction as the basis 
of world peace. 

When, in 1932, the 
anniversary of the coming of St. Patrick to 
Ireland, the Church of Ireland organised a 
conference to direct attention to the origins 
of Christianity in Ireland, and to the work 
of the early Celtic Church, the promoters 
found in Fred Higgins an enthusiastic and 
efficient publicity expert. Much of the 
success of the conference was, indeed, due to 
his able pen. The Church Fred saw (here 
one speaks with a sense of personal indebted- 
ness) was never the monopoly of a class or 
section of the people, it was a Church big 
enough to lose itself sacrificially in the 
growth of a new Ireland. He saw it as part 
of the green earth, the whispering seas, the 
misty valleys, and it was a home for the 
natural piety of a simple-hearted pastoral 
people. 

e saw [reland, too, in clear vision, rising 
triumphant over her petty schisms and her 
personal defeats, to be the creative centre of 
a new world order in terms of soul and spirit 
rather than material might or commercial 
success. One adds this tribute to others in 
gratitude for many happy hours spent in 
contact with a mind shoring much of the 
spiritual vision of a prophet. Will Fred’s 
biographer remember that one of his favourite 
p was: “ The poets are the true priests 
of humanity. — ours, etc., *

Bound by 
the one love of us all? The men and the 
place they loved must be made immortal to- 
gether.
